e  Hands-on work and lobbying experience on the Hill

e  Opportunities to represent NCGA as assigned in meetings and reporting back to staff

e  Meeting NCGA leadership and supporting their efforts

e  Knowledge gained on Farm Bill, Trade Policy, Energy Bill, Rural Development, Conservation and Transportation issues

Qualifications
Any student enrolled in a four-year university with the following qualifications:
e  Preference will be given to students who are junior standing or above
e  Agricultural background beneficial but not required
e Interest in the political process, agricultural policy, economics, agronomy, data analysis and/or communications
e Proven written and verbal communication abilities
e Excellent computer skills
e  Preference will be given to students attending a college or university in Nebraska

Recommended Coursework
Agricultural Statistics, Agricultural Policy, Agricultural Economics, International Agriculture/Marketing, Political Science or Marketing

Stipend
The Nebraska Corn Board will provide a stipend which will be distributed by the NCGA, as well as one flight to and from Washington D.C., or
mileage reimbursement for one trip to and from Washington D.C. for moving. Housing suggestions will be provided.

Opportunity for Independent Study
